FORD WILL FIGHT ON; 


WG HAPPENINGS AHEAD. 


Under the caption “Ford will fight on” a reli­ 
able Washington correspondent had the following 
to say under a WasMngtotn date line of Septem­ 
ber 11: 
“Ford’s friends here are emphatically de­ 
nying the report emanating from government 
sources that He will uTtlftiltMT iHhdffy HTs 
-proposal respecting Muscle Shoals. 
One of 
those who conducted the Ford end of the ne­ 
gotiation» for Muscle Shoals before congress 
la st year is authority for the statement that 
the Detroit car builder intends to make his 
fight for Muscle Shoals before the approach­ 
ing session of congress on his original pro­ 
posal 
, 1 
“When he was asked last Winter to modify 
that proposal he then stated he was ready to 
modify it in any respect in which it conflicted 
with the legal rights of the United States 
government but his agents here say he has 
never admitted the rights of the government 
in the Gorgas plant were illegal. 
They say 
he is prepared to contest every right of the 
government to this plant which he believes is 
indespensable to the success of Muscle Shoals. 
His friends charge that the real motive be­ 
hind the recent summoning of Ford for a con­ 
ference for the purpose of inducing him to 
change his Muscle Shoals 
proposal was to 
sepve the interests of th fertilizer trust, the 
Alabama Power Company, and other big in­ 
terests. The real legal status of the Gorgas

plant is pronounced bfmk. Before he ever 
submitted

proposal his attorneys had 
looked into every angle, of the business.” 
The correspondent does not go on to say how 


Mr. ford will carry his fight. But if the sugges­ 
tions in the quotation made are the right ones, it 
would seem that it will be necessary for Mr. Ford 
to disrupt the whole Republican party if he is to 
secure Muscle Shoals. At least the Detroit man 
will have to silence the advisors to whom Presi­ 
dent Coolidge now seems to be lending a listening 
eaer. “Great promulgations” in other words, are 
about to take place at Washington and elsewhere 
in connection with the Ford bid for Muscle Shoals.
